“Literary Drive Helps China 
In Battle Against Invaders. 


China, despite its four years of war, is carrying. on an active campaign to 

make its ignorant masses literate. There is admittedly a tremendous . distance to 
go in order to reach that goal, but the war itself has helped and elderly men and 
women are able to understand the printed announcements and bulletins posted on 
walls and store fronts, ; t ; : — 
- One reason for this development has been the Chungking Government’s desire to 
enablé a larger part of the population to rend and absorb auti-Japanese propaganda, 
according to a Staff Correspondent of the “Christian Science Monitor.”

RUSSIA has for years consistently 
maintained a deep silence {in regard 
to the political, economic and social 
life of the people. To succeed for 
over two decades In the role of 
“dark horse” certainly Indicates a 
censorship that must be extremely 
eMcient and comprehensive, and 
gives some ground for hope that now 
that the testing time has come, 
military and = other services are 
equally well-organised, 


There are, however, points In 
Russla’s favour which can be cem- 
phasised by those who are following 
the campaign closely. The Russian 
soldier ts acknowledged to be a hard 
and stubborn fighter and Is obtain- 
able in almost unlimited numbers 
without serlously «ffecting Industry. 
.Those who followed events in the 
last European war will recall that 
-badly-equipped-as-he-admittedly-was,- 
the Russian peasunt fought herlocally 
and only gave way because of super- 
human diMculties. dfe was ill-clad 
and Il-fed—a heavy percentage of 
those fighting in the Carpathians 
during the winter of 1914-15 died 
from exposure and lacks of supplies. 
He was ill-equipped, having tn many 
instances, only antiquated rifles and 
fay: too little ammunition., He was 
on the whole badly led, and yet suc- 
ceeded in holding up vast well- 
equipped German = armies which 
Ludendorff sorely needed for the 
western front. The sons of these 
same men have been inspired during 
the intervening years by a patriotism 
not inculcated In the peasant of 1914, 
with the result that to-day the Sovict 
soldier has an impetus to fight which- 
his forebears did not have. He has 
grown up, moreover, in the same 
hard) school where poverty and 
hardship are the dominant features. 
His ability to withstand the German 
onslaught is thereby enhanced, 


As to the Sovict Union's military 
preparedness, nothing definite — is 
known.

This ia the second article in the sorics ‘of seven dealing with the: 
playing of the various positions o1 the diamond. 


THE CATCHER is a very important cog in every ball club-. 
He should he the target for the pitcher. He must be propared 
to catch a high, low or wide balls, and then be in a position 
to throw in caso some-base is occupied. . 


This position {s best taken crouch 
ing, knees slightly bent, the feet 
normally spread and the weight of 
the body just off the heels. ‘The 
body should be erect and relaxed 
nbove the hips and the body well 
dalnneed, especially while. squatting. 

This will allow the catcher to step 
in any direction in the least possible 
time ond effort. 

He should not bend ‘too far for- 
ward, nor be caught flat-footed, 
but should be ever on tho alert. 
The catcher should not be afraid 

to throw to the digerent bases when 
occupicd tf it is the me to theow. 
Decislveness, specd and throwing ac- 
curacy are -cssentials, and he should 
work with the pitcher on all batters, 
trying his Ucst to size up the weak- 
ness of cach. . 3 
Methods Of Throwing 
ON throws to second, whether or 
not the waste ball is used, the 
throw should be made to the side of 
the base on Which the ficlder ts tak- 


ing the throw. 


The cutcher should cither be in o 
position to throw or should take a 
short step with his left foot. The 
stepping and bringing of the arm to 
n throwing position should be done 
in unlson and ns quickly as possible 
upon catching the ball.

O* throwing to third base when
